The woodworking shop Is one 
of the most interesting of the

marily occupational and a very 
important part of the schedule of' 
the hospital treatment for neuro- 
psychiatric cases. 

The first consideration Is to in¬ 
terest the patient in actually pro-j 
ducing or accomplishing some-l 
thing himself, thereby taking his, 
mind away from his sickness and 
at the same time restoring his^ 
sense of responsibility and self- 
confidence. Patients are encour¬ 
aged to work out and use origi¬ 
nal ideas, and the result in many 
cases has been very interesting. 

The woodworking industry, with 
its various branches offers many 
profitable opportunities, and with 
the knowledge and experience 
gained while at the hospital, many 
disabled men have been able to 
obtain a start In the trade. For 
that reason the shop Is run on 
the same lines as an industrial 
workshop would be. and the work 
kept as practical as possible.

JUSTIFIED FESTIVITIES 


MORE ABOUT DEFENSE TEST DAY 


No Ground-Breaking Celebration Ever Meant 
More Than the “Bottle-Neck Break- 
Ceremonies Today 


It Is Neither a Mobilization Nor a Militaristic 
Movement, as Its Opponents Aver 


mg 


Of course, we have not begun to realize, 
even dimly, the far-reaching significance of 
the event that is being celebrated today—the 
breaking of the “bottle-neck'’ that has choked 
the commerce and traffic that should flow up 
and down the peninsula. But we know 
enough about its importance to justify the 
festivities that have been planned. 

There are celebrations in which people take 
part out of a sense of duty and others that 
they take part in just because they want to 
have a gay time somehow or another. But 
the Bayshore Highway Opening is a celebra¬ 
tion in which everybody is taking part be¬ 
cause he is so uncontrollably proud and happy 
that he can't help it. 

What the driving of the Golden Spike once 
meant to transcontinental traffic, the opening 
of the Bayshore highway means to the pen¬ 
insula and to that larger region which is 
linked to San Francisco by the peninsula. 


Because the opponents of National Defense 
Day commenced their propaganda of opposi¬ 
tion before the object and plan of the day 
had had a chance to be understood, the com¬ 
mittees having in charge the program for 
observance of the day in their respective 
localities are handicapped by hostility born 
of prejudice. 

Defense Test Day is not a mobilization 
day, for there is to be no mobilization. It is 
not a scheme for the display of armaments, 
for none are to be displayed. It is not a 
militaristic movement, but solely an idea in-1 
volving a change of the country’s necessary I 
system of defense along the lines proven I 
advisable in the light of experience in the j 
last war. 


BUYING AT HOME AND CREDIT 

Business is good in South San Francisco. 

There are two real proofs for that assertion 
to be found on Grand avenue alone. The first 
is the new Chevrolet building which is to be 
opened to the public tomorrow night. The 
second i> the new Martin building now under 
construction in the 200 block on Grand a\e- 
nue which is to be occupied by the telephone 
company and will have store space also. 

Buildings are a good meter of a town’s 
prosperity. A survey of the entire city will 
show new buildings for all purposes being 
erected constantly. 

Following the customary summer lull trad¬ 
ing seems to be resuming its natural stride. 
The merchants are putting their good- before 
the buying public through attractive window 
and counter displays and by (advertising in 
the newspapers. 

Two circumstances work against the mer¬ 
chant and they can be overcome only through 
a change in the buying habits of the people 
of South San Francisco. T.oo many people 
are buying outside of this city and entirely 
too many are asking the merchants for credit. 
It seems to be a double-barreled proposition. 
The cash money is often spent elsewhere and 
the local storekeeper is asked to extend 
credit. 

By buying at home the individual i- certain 
that the money he has earned here will stay 
here and continue to work. By paying cash 
be frees himself of the debt obligation and 
insures himself absolute freedom in his buy¬ 
ing. 

By doing both of these things he helps 
himself and the merchant. As a result the 
entire citv is benefitted. 


So much for some of the things that De-< 
fense lest Day is not. To make clear just | 
what the day does signity and just what is j 
the “test,” we repeat the following explana¬ 
tion that has appeared already in print: 

The “defense test,” as explained by the J 
war department, is “an explanation and try-1 
out of plans prepared for our national de-1 
Tense with added patriotic ceremonies.” The 
primary purpose is to enable the people to 
see “for themselves and to understand the 
initial steps necessary to muster the nation's 
man-power for the country's defense. 

J lie “test" and patriotic celebration are to 
l>e conducted in all communities by state and 
local civilian committees acting in conjunc¬ 
tion with local military commanders. It i- 
intended that these committees shall represent 
the state and local agencies which, in an j 
emergency, declared by congress, would be' 
used in procurement of man-power under 
either a voluntary or selective system. The 
committees will invite men of militarv age; 
to enroll for Defense Test Day in some local 
unit of the army. A man who enrolls for this 
purpose assumes no obligations. Bv so en¬ 
rolling he represent.-, for the day of’ the test 
only, or a part of a day, the man who would 
enroll, enlist or be selected for service in ca-e 
of a national emergency.

SAVING ON HIGHWAY OVERHEAD 


Enough Money Is Made Available for Build¬ 
ing a Few More Miles of Much- 
needed Paved Road 


TRAP CAR SERVICE 

A proceeding of general interest to the 
.shipper- of San Francisco i- the hearing 
before Examiner VV. I*. Geary of tbe Califor¬ 
nia Railroad Commission on September 16 
in the complaint of the traffic bureau of the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce again-t 
the Southern Pacific and Santa Fe companies 
because of alleged discrimination against San 
Francisco shippers due to the fact that these 
two lines provide a less-than-carload switch¬ 
ing privilege at Oakland and other East hay 
cities and refuse to establish such a service 
within the switching limits of San Francisco, 
including South San Francisco. 

ft is asserted that this arrangement i- un¬ 
duly favorable to tbe shippers of tbe Fa.-t 
bay district who arc competing with San 
Francisco manufacturers and distributors in 
consuming territory, and also, tbe fact that 
such a service is available is being held out 
as an inducement for the establishment of 
new industries in the East bay region. 

The Western Pacific Company established 
such a service in San Francisco in November 
last, but the Southern Pacific and the Santa 
Fc companies have refused to install the same 
service lor San Francisco local shippers while 
voluntarily granted by them to shippers of 
the East bay territory.

Amateur poets who insistently thrust their

they see the real kindness hidden in the seem¬ 
ingly unsympathetic action of the editors, 
who really arc saving the writers of crude 
verse from public ridicule. 


A steady saving of $.14,(XX) a month i- to 
he effected by the California Highway Com¬ 
mission through reductions of the engineering 
force effective at once, vve are informed l>v a 
bulletin from the commission. In explaining 
the reduction, the bulletin says: 

Held surveys have been completed and 
plans and specifications are now readv or in 
preparation in the headquarters office for 
millions of dollars' worth of highway work. 
Much of it i- now ready for contract and a 
large amount of additional stirvev work at 
tin- tune is not necessary, thus advantage has 
been taken of the opportunity to reduce over- 
head expenses. 

It is the policy of the highway commission 
and the state highway engineer to lower the 
overhead of the department whenever pos- 
sil.lc. Studies are continually being made of 
the commission’s overhead charges to the end 
that the highway work may be carried on in 
the most efficient and economical wav. Ad¬ 
vantage will be taken of every opportunity to 
save. 

“We not only want to build highways well, 
hut we want to build them a- economically 
as is consistent with good construction \\> 
do not propose to have a top-heavy organiza¬ 
tion. I Ians for a large amount of work are 
now m the office and we have reduced our 
tones accordingly. 

A number of surveys are now being com¬ 
pleted and-when this work is finished it i- 
preliable that still further reductions in the 
engineering staff will take place.” 

Realizing the great amount of highway 
construction work necessary to be done, we 
are naturally glad to hear of reduction- in un¬ 
necessary overhead that that will automat¬ 
ically make more money available for road 
building. With road building cost- a- high 
as they are. one month's saving of $.14 000 
will not go so very far. to he sure. But a 
years savings at that rate will provide some 
section of the state with a small mileage of 
highway. A small mileage can be a big 
boon if properly located, as, for instance, a 
part of the proposed Bayshore highway which 
should he built by ihc -late with as little 
delay as possible. 


The telephone on the city desk 
jingles. The editor or one of his 
assistants lifts the receiver.

Such mistakes occur frequently, 
unless special precaution is taken. 
In these days when a large num¬ 
ber of news items are transmitted 
to the newspapers over the wire 
by reporters or others, It i not 
surprising that mistakes in the 
spelling of names or in initials 
sometimes occur. There is notn- 
ing that distresses people quilt so 
much as to see their names ap¬ 
pear with the wrong initials or 
wiilt the name itself slightly mis- 
s polled. 

Newspaper editors realize this, 
but they also know that by using 
a simple hitter code over the tele¬ 
phone in giving names and ad¬ 
dresses such errors can be 
avoided. 

There are five letters in the 
alphabet that sound nearly alike, 
but few people realize tills. These 
letters are t, p. d, e, and b. Not 
only that, but m and n are tele¬ 
phone Siamese twins, and c and g 
are at least first cousins. Those 
are the letters that are usually 
responsible for the mistakes that 
appear. 

The difficulty is not confined 
merely to newspaper offices, hut 
is commonly met with by those 
taking messages by telephone. 
Newspapermen have found that 
the best way to offset this is to 
adopt a code system of indicating 
a name when giving the initai as, 
for example, It as in Benjamin, p 
as in Deter. <1 as in Daniel, etc.

Vincenzl Sapone. foreman of 
large ranch holdings near Colnia. 
lound proof of the above in- the

necessary ingredients for the 
making of a pot of "polenti" in 
an Illegal manner. Sapone was 
haled into court by Game War¬ 
den Jack Burke, who arrested 
him yesterday. 

"Poleutl," it appears, Is an Ital¬ 
ian stew mado from such delicate 
fowl as gold finch, wild canary 
and other lion-game birds. Its 
delicacy is of wide repute. 

Sapone, according to Game War¬ 
den Burke, utilized a method in 
procuring birds for his "polenti" 
yesterday in a manner sequel to 
the catching of fish with nets. It 
was all wrong. 

Armed with between III and ."m 
wires of about three feet in length, 
together with a gallon can of 
"bird lime,” the Culma man set 
forth in the surrounding vicinity 
to snare the gold finch and the 
canary. 

On the wires he lathered the

GASOLINE TANKS 

A leaky seam in a gasoline tank 
can he temporarily repaired by 
painting the joint with common 
shellac. If shellac is not available 
almost any kind of soap thorough 
Iv worked into the seam will prove 
effective. A gasoline tank requir¬ 
ing soldering should he handled 
with extreme precaution. After 
the gasoline has been drained the 
tank should be blown out with 
compressed air so that all explo¬ 
sive fumes will be dissipated.
